A. The third Conſideration is, that of the 
two Extremes it is ſafer to lean to Super- 
ition than Profaneneſs, and to err on that 
Side which aſcribes too much, rather than to 
that which aſcribes Zoo litile, to the Sacra- 
ment, upon Suppoſition of its being doubt- 
Ful in which the Error lies; becauſe, 

1. It is erring on the Side of the Precepi; 
the Scriptures have cautioned us againſt 
Paying Yoo little Regard to the Sacrament, 
never expreſsly againſt paying too much. 

2. Since we deſire to carry our Reſpect 
no higher than the Primitive Chriſtians did, 
it would be erring on the pious, humble, 
and modeſt Side.

A. The fourth Conjideration is, that grea: 
Prejudice is often done to our venerable Sacra- | 
ments, by repreſenting them under the dimi- 
niſbing Name of poſitive Duties. YO 
Q. What are we to obſerve to this Purpoſe ? 
A. To this Purpoſe it is to be noted, (I.) 
That the Sacrament is not merely a human 
Performance, or Duty of ours; but a ſacred 
Rite, Contraft or Covenant, in which God 
himſelf bears a Part. (2.) That the Part 
in a Sacrament which is really our Duty, 
comprehends all Duty, preſent Repentance, 
a Heart turned to God, and to univerſal 
Obedience and Perſeverance: So that the 
"Privileges and Benefits of the Holy Com- 
munion are far from being annexed to a ſingle 
Duty, for they belong to the whole Syſtem of 
Duties. Juſt as the Privileges to which 
Oaths to a Government, or Subſcription to Ar- 
ticles, entitle us, are not annexed to the bare 
writing a Name, or Repetition of ſo many 
Words; but rather the Law that requires 
them, ſuppoſes and preſumes that ſuch an 
Qath carries in it all dutiful Allegiance to 
the Sovereign, and Sub/cription all Confor- 
mity to the Church eftabliſhed.

Bleſſed or Conſecrated ? D In 


A. St. Paul is expreſs, that the Cup, 
meaning the Vine, is Bleſſed or Sanitified in 
the Euchariſt, 1 Cor. x. 16. and if fo, 


why muſt not the Bread? The two Words 


which are tranſtated by the two Phraſes, 
Giving Thanks, or Bleſſing, are often uſed 
promiſcuouſly : And in this Rite God is 
praiſed, and the Elements blefed, at the 


| lame time, and in the fame Act. | 


Q. Suppeſing the Elements bleſſed, by whom 


or how is it done? 


A. In the Paſchal Service the Benediction 
was perſormed by the Maſter of the Feaſt, 


before Diſtribution; ſo was it by our Lo

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in the firſt Euchariſt; and all Antiquity 
agrees that a /acerdotal Bleſſing was previous 
to the Diſtribution of the ſacred Symbols: 
ſo that an unworthy Communicant is guilty 
of profane {rreverence towards that, which 
is ſuppoſed holy before he receives it. It is 
confeſſed, that it depends on the Diſpoſition 
of the Communieants to render the previon; 
Conſecration ſalutary, or otherwiſe, to 
themſelves, which (not to diſpute about 
Words) may be called a ſecondary Conſecra- 
tion; but ſpeaking ſtrictly, it is not in the 
Power of the Communicants to canſecrate or 
deſecrate the Symbols, to make. the Sacra- 
ment a common Meal, or otherwiſe: It is a 
Religious or Sacred Meal, even to the moſt 
unworthy, and that is the Reaſon, why ſuch 
are liable to the Judgment of God for abu- 
ſing it: for, if it were really a common Meal 
to them, it would de them no more hurt, 
than any other ordinary Entertainment. 
Holy Things are fat for holy Perſous, and will 
turn to their Nutriment and Increaſe But 
to the unboly and profane, if they preſume to 
come near the ſanctified Inſtruments, do as 
certainly turn to their Detriment and Con- 
demnation. 
Q. Have Men Power to bleſs aud conſe- 
crate the Symbols? 2 
A. When we ſpeak of human Benedicti-

| Q. What does the Conſecration of the E.

A. Thus much is certain, that the Bread

eminent manner to this particular Caſe, do

. How may we get a clearer Conception of 
this Matter ? 

A. For the clearer es of this 
Matter, we may take a brief Survey of 
what relative Holineſs means under the Old 
Teſtament, and of the various Degrees of it, 
as Things inanimate were the Subjects of it. 
The Court of the Temple was Holy, the 
Temple itſelf was more holy, and neither of 
theſe were ſo holy as the Sanctuary, i. e. 
the Holy of Holies: But the Ark of God 
laid up in the Sanctuary ſeems to have been 

more holy than all. The Holineſs of the Ark 
was ſo great, that many were {truck dead 
for looking into it with impure Eyes, 1 Sam. 
vi. 19. and Uzzah but for touching it, (to 
fave it from falling) was inſtantly ftruck 
with Death, 2 Sam. vi. 7. Whatever God 
is pleaſed to /an#ify by his ſpecial Preſence, 
or to claim a ſpecial Property in, or to ſepa- 
rate to ſacred Uſes, that is relatively bol), 
has a ſpecial Relation to God, and muſt be 
treated with Reverence. If the thing in 17 
ſelf be ever ſo mean, as ſoon as God has 

ven it a ſacred Relation, and as it were 
ſealed it with his 'own Signet, it muſt be 


treated with ma and e e leſt God 
be 
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be provoked by our making that common, 
which he hath ſanctiſied. : 
Q. Can this be farther illuſtrated ? | 
A. This Notion of relative Holineſs is ve- 
ry eaſy and intelligible; or it it wanted 
further Illuſtration, it might be done from 
familiar Examples of a lower Kind.
